BATTLE  OF  THE  MOSKWA. 

From  the  Edinburgh  Rei  iew’  of  Labaume’s 
Narrative  of  the  Campaign  in  Russia.

advancing  to  strike  a decisive  blow  j jq)ev  frequently  invoked  death  with 
against  the  crcnclt  centre,  when  then  piercing  cries,  and  eagerly  besought  us 
progress  was  arrested  by  general  I' i iand,  t u{  an  eil(j  l0  ti)1;ir  agonies.’’  Such

Religious  into.erance  in  Massachusetts — The 
Worcester  (Mass  ) iEgis  makes  mention  of  a 
law  question  now  pending  before  the  supreme 
court  in  that  stale,  which  is  entitled  to  notice, 
as  well  on  account  of  its  novelty  among  us,  as 
because  it  betrays  an  anxiety  in  some  of  the 
eastern  folks  to  restrain  religious  freedom,  by 
compelling  all  to  contribute,  as  in  England,  to 
the  support  of  a national  or  state  church 
The  question  is  simply,  whether  Baptists, 
Methodists,  Sec,  shall  be  taxed  for  the  support 
of  the  Presbyterian  clergy.  The  assessors  of 
Rutland  taxed  some  regular  members 
ofa  Baptist  society,  for  the  support  of  a minis- 
ter, in  whose  religious  system  and  tenets  they 
did  not  believe — seized  their  property  for  non- 
payment of  the  vax,  and  sold  it  at  the  post,  or 
in  other  words,  under  the  hammer.  A suit 
was  commenced  by  one  of  the  aggrieved  for 
the  recovery  of  his  property,  but  as  the  jury 
could  not  agree  to  a verdict  in  the  common 
pleas,  the  question  lias  been  referred  to  the 
decision  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court. 

England,  the  *’  bulwark  of  our  religion,” 
persecutes  her  Presbyterian  as  well  as  Catholic 
subjects  ; while  her  trusty  allies,  Spain  and 
Portugal,  for  the  preservation  of  whose  reli- 
gious, as  well  as  civil  institutions,  Great 
Britain  has  liberally  lavished  her  blood  and 
treasure — Catholic  Spain  and  Portugal,  tole- 
rate none  but  the  Catholic  creed  t and  punish 
as  heretics,  both  Episcopalians  and  Presbyte- 
rians- Yet,  is  it  not  a little  singular,  that  the 
English  Episcopalians,  Spanish  Catholics  and 
Yankee  Presbyterians,  each  persecute  the 
other  ns  they  do  at  home — is  it  not  remarkable 
that  they  should  possess  a common  feeling  on 
political  subjects,  and  even  manifest  a desire 
to  preserve  the  national  church  establishments 
of  eaeh  other  ? The  restoration  of  the  tyrant 
Ferdinand  and  the  Catholic  inquisition  was 
celebrated  with  equal  eclat  by  New-England 
Presbyterians  and  English  Episcopalians.

Such  are  among  the  inestimable  blessings 
that  flow  from  a free  constitution.  May  hea- 
ven, in  mercy  to  mankind,  preserve  it  as  an 
example,  and  take  our  beloved  country  iuto 
its  charge  as  the  permanent  asylum  for  the  op- 
pressed of  all  nations— as  a city  of  refuge  where 
the  weary  mav  find  repose  ; acknowledge  no 
throne  but  that  of  the  Creator  of  all  things,  | 
yielding  to  no  law  not  built  upon  the  public 
will. 

The  progress  of  our  country  in  population, 
wealth  and  resources,  is  without  parallel.  The

Extract  of  a letter  to  the  Editor  of  the  Boston 
Patriot,  aaled  Vermont,  Sept.  10,  1815. 

Authentic  Anecdote  of  the  Infamous  Hart- 
ford Convention. 

“ There  were  not  more  than  three  of  this  il- 
lustrious Assembly  who  were  literally  for  a 
separation  of  the  states.  Others  were  variously 
aflecterL  but  the  Connecticut  delegates  re- 
mauled  immoveable.  They,  however,  adopted 
mild  measures,  mid  condescended  to  offering 
substantial,  and  sober  arguments  against  every 
line  of  divisions  which  the  Jacobins  of  Massa. 
chusetts  proposed.  Thus  the  Hudson,  the  Po- 
tomac, the  Mountains,  were  successively  pro- 
posed, combatted  and  abandoned,  till  the  par- 
ties arrived  at  the  Ohio  on  the  one  hand  and 
the  Mississippi  on  the  other. 

* To  these  boundaries,’ said  the  desperadoes, 
we  must  all  be  agreed.’  To  the  astonishment! 
indeed,  ot  all,  the  Uonnecticut  delegation  still 
demurred.  • We  can  never,’  said  they,  ‘give 
up  the  state  of  Ohio,  where  reside  injindepend- 
ence,  wealth  and  happiness,  more  than  60  000 
emigrants  from  our  litU«  State.  They’ are 
our  bro tliers,  our  sisters  and  nur  children— 
Nor  can  tve  give  up  Louisiana,  the  possession 
of  which  is  essential  to  all  the  states  and  terri- 
tories beyond  the  mountains.’

He  did  not,  and  was 
quite  sure,  they  did  not  feel  that  in  the  ser- 
vice alluded  to,  they  were  at  all  entitled  to  the 
compliment  which  had  been  paid  them.  They 
could  not  do  otherwise  than  inject  the 
demands  made  by  the  oilier  party  ; and  if  their 
labors  finally  terminated  in  an  honorable  peace, 
it  was  owing  to  causes  on  tms  side  of  the  At- 
lantic, and  not  to  any  ex  rtion  of  theirs. — 
AVhaleve  diversity  of  opinion  may  have  ex  st- 
edas  to  the  declaration  of  llie  war,  there  were 
some  points  on  which  all  might  look  back  with 
proud  satisfaction  The  fi  st*  related  to  the 
conclusion  of  the  peace.  Had  it  been  made, 
immediately  after  the  tre  aty  of  Paris,  we 
should  have  retired  humiliated  from  the  con- 
tent, believing  that  we  had  escaped  the  severe 
chastisement  with  which  w,-  were  threatened, 
ati  l that  w.-  owed  to  the  generosity  and  magna- 
nimity of  the  enemy,  what  we  were  incapable 
of  commanding  by  our  own  arms.  That  magna- 
nimity would  have  been  the  theme  of  every 
tongu' , and  of  every  press  abr  ad  and  at  home. 
We  should  have  retired  uncoocious  of  our 
own  strength,  and  unconscious  of  the  utter  in- 
ability of  the  enemy,  wi'h  Ins  whole  undivided 
force,  to  make  anv  serous  impression  upon  us. 
Our  military  character,  then  in  the  lowest 
state  of  degradation,  would  have  been  unre- ; 
trieved.  Fortunately  lor  us,  G Britain  chose 
to  try  the  issue  of  toe  last  campaign  And 
the  issue  of  that  campaign  h,s  dcmonstia-| 
ted,  in  the  repulse  before  Bat'imore,  die  re-  j 
treat  from  Plattsburgh,  the  hard  fought  actions 
on  the  N -agara  frontier,  and  ,n  ih«t  most  glori- 
ous day,  the  8th  of  January,  that  we  have  al- 
ways possessed  the  finest  elements  of  military 
composition,  and  that  a poper  use  of  them 
only  was  necessary  to  ensure  t-r  the  army  and 
militia  a fame  as  imperishable,  as  that  which 
the  navy  had  previously  acquired. 

Another  point  which  appeared  to  Mr  Clay 
to  afl'ird  the  luglies’  consol:  lion  was  that  we 
fouglll  the  most  powerful  nati  .n,  perhaps  ineX 
istence,  single-handed  and  alone  wilhout  any 
•ort  of  alliance.  More  th  m 20  years  had  G. 
Britain  been  maturing  her  physical  means, 
which  sh“  had  rendered  *s  efficaei  ni»  as  possi- 
ble, by  skill,  by  discipline,  and  by  actual  ser- 
vice. ’Proudly  boasting  o'  the  Conquest  of 
Europe,  she  vainly  flattered  herself  with  the 
easv  co  quest  . f America  also.  Her  veterans 
were  put  to  flight  or  defeated,  while  all  Europe 
(lie  meant  tbe  governments  of  Europe)  was  ga- 
zing w th  cold  indifference,  or  sentiments  o( 
positive  hat  ed  of  us,  upon  the  ardu  us  con- 
test. Hereafter  no  monarch  can  assert  claims 
of  gratilude  upon  us,  lor  ass  stance  render- 
ed m the  hour  of  danger  and  difficulty. 

There  was  another  view  of  which  the  so  'ject  j 
of  the  War  w is  fairly  susceptible.  From  the 
moment  that  G.  Britain  came  forward  at  Ghent 
with  her  extravagant  demands,  the  War  totally 
changed  its  character.  It  oecame,  as  i’  were, 
a new  war-  It  wa.,  no  longer  an  American  war, 
prosecuted  for  redress  of  British  aggression 
upon  American  rights,  but  became  a British 
war,  prosecuted  for  objects  of  British  ambition, 
to  be  accomplished  by  American  sacrifices. 
And  what  were  those  demands  > Here,  in  the 
immediate  neigob  rhood  of  a sister  state,  and 
territories,  which  were  to  be  made  in  part  the 
victims,  they  must  have  been  felt  and  their  en- 
ormity justly  appreciated.  They  consisted  of 
the  erection  of  a barrie>  between  Canada  and 
the  United  States,  to  be  formed  by  cutting  off 
from  Ohi  • and  some  of  the  terrimriet,  a coun- 
try more  extensive  than  Great  Britain,  contain- 
ing thousands  of  freemen,  wh  > were  to  be  a- 
bandoned  to  their  fate,  and  creating  a new  pow- 
er, totally  unknown  on  thecontinent  ol  Ameri- 
ca : Of  the  dismantling  of  our  fortresses,  and 
naval  power  on  the  lakes,  with  the  surrender  of 
the  military  occupation  if  those  waters  to  the 
enumv,  and  of  an  arrondisfinent  for,  two  British 
Provinces.  These  demands,  boldly  asserted,  & 
one  of  them  declared  to  he  a sina  qua  non,  were 
finally  relinquished  Taking  this  view  of  the 
subject,  if  there  be  loss  of  reputali  in  by  either 
partv,  in  the  terms  of  the  Peace,  who  has  sus- 
tained it  ? 

The  imm  diate  effects  of  the  war  were 
highly  satisfactory.  Abroad  our  character, 
which  at  the  tune  of  its  declaration,  was  in 
the  lowest  state  of  degredation,  w is  ra.sed  to 
the  highest  point  of  elevation-  It  was  unpos- 
stble fir  any  American  to  visit  Europe  without 
being  sensible  of  this  agreeable  change,  in  the 
personal  attentions  which  he  receives,  in  the 
praises  which  are  bestowed  > n our  past  exer- 
tions, and  in  the  fluttering  predictions  which 
are  made  as  to  uir  future  prospects.  At  home 
a government  which,  at  its  formation  was  ap- 
prehended bv  its  best  friends  and  pronounced 
bv  its  enemies  to  be  incapable  of  standing  the 
shock  of  war,  is  found  to  answer  all  the  purpo- 
ses of  its  institution.  In  spite  of  the  errors 
woich  had  b-ren  committed  (and  errors  had  un- 
doubtedly been  committed)  aided  by  the  spirit 
and  patriotism  of  the  people,  it  is  dem  onslra- 
ted  to  be  as  competent  to  the  objects  of  effec- 
tive war,  as  it  had  been  before  proven  to  be  to 
the  concerns  of  a season  of  peace  Govern- 
ment lias  thus  required  strength  and  confi- 
dence. 


Our  prospects  for  the  future  are  of  tbe 
brightest  kind.  With  every  reason  to  count 
•on  the  P'-rmanence  of  peace,  it  remains  on- 
v for  the  government  to  deteimine  upon  mili- 
ary and  naval  establishments  adapted  to  the
